The Republicans are confident that they w ill 
w ia from the Democratic ranks a sufficient 
num ber of voters who favor the law to more 
than offset the sectarian vote. In the Congres­ 
sional contests alone has the tariff question been 
the subject of any considerable discussion. 
IOWA. 
Des Moines, November 3d.—The peculiar po­ 
litical com plications which enabled the Demo­ 
crats to elect a Governor in Iow a ia-t fail for 
the first tim e in a quarter of a century m akes 
tnis State an object of particular interest at this 
tim e. The State officers to be elected are Secre­ 
tary of state, Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of the 
Supreme Court and Railroad Commissioner. 
O rdiuarilv. the State of Iowa, gives a plurality 
of about 30,000 for the Republican ticket. So 
the Republicans have the greatest confidence in 
their ability to elect their State ticket this fail, 
when there are so m any candidates. State aud 
Congressional, in the field that a fall vote m ay 
be expected. The Democrats, however, appiear 
by no m eans without hope of repeating the vie 
tory of last fall. They are straintug every ef­ 
fort to elect their State ticket. The Farm ers’ 
Alliance is not particularly strong in Iowa, but 
the prohibition question is always a glowing is­ 
sue. The situation in Iowa may be sum m arized 
by saying that tbe fight which overshadows all 
else is the struggle in the doubtful Congres­ 
sional districts of the State, aud so m any ele­ 
m ents enter into these contests th at the oldest 
politicians are at sea. 
The Chairm an of the Republican State Com­ 
m ittee claim s a m ajority of from ten to fif 
teen thousand on the State ticket and the 
election of ten or eleven Congre sm ea. 
The 
Democratic Committee m akes no claim on the 
State ticket, but insists th at their Congressional 
candidates in the First, Second, Third, Eighth 
and N inth Districts w ill w in. 
INDIANA. 
I ndianapolis (Ind ), November 3d.—In In d i' 
ana the Farm ers' M utual Eeuc-fit Association is 
a lactor new to the politics of the State, aud its 
uncertain strength m akes it impossible to pre 
diet w ith any degree of certainty the result of 
Tuesday's election. This is gene.-ally conceded, 
however, th a t the com inz Legislature will be 
Dem ocratic by a sm all m ajority, aud this w ill in ­ 
sure the re election of Senator Voorhees as his 
own successor iu the United States senate. 
No Governor is to be elec ed this ¡all m Indi­ 
ana, but a Secretary of State, Auditor, Treas- 
urr r, aud other m inor State officers are to be 
chosen, and both parties claim the State ticket. 
The Democrats claim th at the traditional "off 
year” m eans Democratic success, but the Re­ 
publicans rely greatly upou the strength of the 
A dm inistration to carry their State ticket to 
victory. As no Goveruor is to be elected, inter­ 
est is naturally to be confined principally to the 
Congressional a -d legislative contests, w hich 
most virtually affect the party at large. 
In the Congressional light the Republicans 
have derived decided advantage iu several.dis­ 
tricts by fortunate com binations with the Farm ’- 
ers’ Alliance. The new election law goes into 
oprerat on, and its effect on the result no one 
can determ ine. It is probably fair to say th at the 
best indications point to a continued Demo 
cratic control of the Legislature, but a gain of 
one or two Congressmen by the Republicans. 


MINNESOTA. 
St. P aul, November 3d.-M innesota is one of 
the interesting political States of the northw est 
this fall, from the fact that the phenom enal 
growth ot the Farm ers' Alliance w ithin the last 
six m onths m akes it likely that this new party 
will to-morrow cast over 25 per cent of the total 
vote of the State. As Minnesota has heretofore 
been strongly Republican, the growth of the

The most sanguiue pa ty in 
the State i« w ithout doubt the Farm ers' Al.i- 
ance, and they claim the State by 1<),(00 to 20,­ 
000 plurality, ü f course the older parties con­ 
test this, but it is frequently conceded that 
either of the three parlies is alm ost equally 
liable to win. The Republicans claim tbe cu­ 
tiré five Congressional districts ol tbe State, but 
iu several of the districts th eir claim s are stub­ 
bornly contested by the Dem ocrats and F ar­ 
mers' Alliance. 
KANSAS. 
K ansas City. November 3d.—Kansas has be­ 
come historical as a H ale of sudden political 
movem ents, and the question which is agitat- 
ii g its population this tall is w hether the Furin- 
I ers’ Alliance, the Republican party, Demo­ 
cratic, Sesubm issiun party, or a com bination of 
either two, is to assume political coutrot after 
Tuesday's e’ectiou. There are to be elected a 
Governor, a full list of State officers, seven Con­ 
gressmen. aud a Legislature th at will choose a 
successor to Ingalls. The Fanners’ Alliance 
and Resubmission parties have bo:h come into 
prom inence w ithin the Iasi eight m onths. The 
former party is well organized aud aggressive, 
w ith an enrollm ent of 130 (00 members. It ac­ 
knowledges i s present chief am bition to be the 
retirem ent of John J. Ingalls from the United 
States Senate. 
1 he Kesubmission party is a 
com bination of hitherto heterogeneous elem ents, 
whose basis oi union is opposition to prohibi­ 
tion. Its recruits are from both the Democratic 
and Republican parties, and its shibboleth is the 
repeal of the prohibbory law. The Republican 
resubm issionists are those who have left the 
party because the N ational Republican partv 
and the Republican parly of Kansas are at 
variance on tbe liquor law. The Resubmission 
and Democratic parties have fused in their 
nom ination ot a State ticket, declaring that the 
p e o p le d the State should have an opportunity 
for an expression. Thus there are three full 
State tickets iu the field—Republican. Farm ers’ 
A lliance and Democratic-Kesubmission. The 
successful party, w hichever it m ay be, will 
probably have a plurality of less th an 15,000. 
The Farm ers’ Alliance and Democratic-Resub- 
mission parly are generally opposed to the re­ 
election ot Senator Ingalls. He has m ade an 
active cam paign, and laughs at the possibility 
of a Republican defeat. 
The Republicans claim the entire seven Con­ 
gressmen from Kansas, but the Democrais ex ­ 
press hopes of electing two or three in the 
strongest Alliance districts. 
OHIO. 
C in c in n a t i, November 3 1 —Ohio voters will 
be called on to elect a Secretary of State, Judge 
of the Supreme Court and a m em ter of the 
Board of Public Works, besides Congressmen, 
The election of m em bers to Congress is the first 
under the reapportioum ent m ade by the Legis­ 
lature by the vote of two years ago. "six of these 
wou d elect Republicans, viz.: The Second. 
Teuth, Twefth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth aud 
Twenty-first Districts. The others should elect 
Democrats. The cam paign has had very little 
of State issues in it. The election of Congress­ 
m en has m ade nat onal issues an Im portant 
factor in all the speeches 
Perhaps the most interesting feature of the 
cam paign in Ohio is the candidacy of W illiam 
McKinley, in the Sixteenth District. Lust vear 
the eountl. s in his district gave a Democratic 
m ajority of 3,000. Y’et there has been a most 
eat nest effort by the Republicans to elect Mc­ 
Kinley. partly on account of his value to tbe 
g 
arty in Congress and partly as a vindication of 
is policy on the tariff law. 
Equally earnest 
efforts have been made to elect his opponent. 
Judge W arwick, to show tnat the people do not 
approve of the McKinley bill. News from the 
Sixteenth District will 
be 
most 
anxiously 
aw aited to-morrow night. A nother interesting 
feature is the effort of ex Governor Charles 
Foster, in the Eighth District, to overcome a 
Democratic m ajority of 1,900. The effect ef 
the extra session of the Legislature upon tbe 
election has generally been regarded as favor­ 
able to the Republieanss, inasm uch as it de­ 
veloped divisions among tbe Democrats aud re­ 
sulted In C incinnati iu putting a num ber el 
Democrats out of office. 


MICHIGAN. 


D e t r o it . November 3d.—In Michigan a full 
State ticket, eleven Congressmen and a Legisla­ 
ture are to be chosen st to-morrow's eltction> 
Michigan is a State of tusion tickets, but this 
year there has been a departure from the usual 
tactics, and no less than tour lull Slate tickets 
are in tbe field—Republican, Democratic, In ­ 
dustrial and Prohibition. The Industrial party 
is a com bination o f w hat would be in other 
States a union labor and Farm ers' Alliance. Its 
independent course in nom inating a full State 
ticket prevents it from doing other than reduc­ 
ing som ewhat the vote of the two prom inent 
parties. Considerable interest centers in the 
Congressional contests in close districts. 


NEW YORK. 


N ew Y o rk , November 3d.—The election in 
New- York State to-morrow is for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, two Justices of the Supreme 
Court, thirty-four members of Congress and 
members of the Assembly. Robert Earl, present 
incumbent on the Court of Appeals, is on both 
Republican and Democratic tickets. The Pro­ 
hibitionists and Socialist Labor party have 
candidates, but the votes for these w ill hardly 


be an appreciable elem ent. Interest centers, 
th erefo r., in the vote for Congressmen and also 
m em bers of the Assembly, as the next Legisla­ 
ture w ill select a successor to Senator Evarts 
T he Lem ocrats are hopehil of m aking some 
gains in Congress, but tbe Republicans are 
equally confident th at they will hold their own, 
if not increase their num ber. W hile the Demo­ 
crats have been m aking strenuous efforts to 
secure enough Assembly votes to elect Senator, 
there is little probability that they w i'l succeed. 
A m uch more popular interest is attached to 
th e vote for m unicipal officers in New York city 
than the Slate election. The contest is between 
the Tam m any ticket, headed by Mayor Grant, 
and tbe People’s M unicipal League ticket, 
headed by Francis M. Scott, oi ihe County 
Democracy, aud containing both Republican 
and Democratic nam es. The latter ticket is in 
dor.-ed by the Republican party and the County 
Democracy, and has had the active support of 
all the Republican and Mugwump papers. 


TENNESSEE. 
N a s h v il l e . Novem ber Sd.—There is not a 
great deal ol interest iu to-morrow's election. 
The Democratic candidate for Governor will 
undoubtedly be elected over the Republican 
aud Prohibition nominees. In the First Con­ 
gressional District the fight is a fierce one. The 
chances are in favor of K. R. G utter (Rep.! 
against Taylor (Dem.). the present incum beut. 
Iu the Second. H onk will be re elected, in the 
T hird the fight is very close, but in the others 
there is little opposition to the Democrats. 


x e e r a s k a . 
L incoln (Neb.). November 3d.—The election 
in this State to mor, ow promises to be the closest 
and m ost hotly contested in its history. The 
situation can fairly be term ed uncertain". 
Four 
tickets are in the field, ar.d ol those the Repub­ 
licans and Farm ers' Alliance claim victory. At 
the Re publican State Central C 'm m ittee head­ 
quarters in this city Chairm an Watson claim s 
the electiou ot the entire Republican State 
ticket by pluralities ranging from S,00o to 15,000. 
No direct expressions ot opinions or estim ates 
can be gained from the Democrats or Alliance 
other than to claim success 1 or their respective 
tickets iu the Congressional Districts. Chair­ 
m an Watson claim s pluralities for the Republi­ 
can candidates. 
The question of the adoption of a piohibitory 
am endm ent is playing au im portant part in the 
race for Governor. L. D. Richards, Republican 
candidate, has refused to declare how he stands 
on the question. John A. Powers, A lliancecan- 
didate, is non com m ittal, while Jam es E. Boyd, 
Democrat, is strongly opposed to the am end­ 
m ent.

Early in the year Governor Paim er advanced 
the doetriue that a UDited States Senator should 
be rather selected by the people of the State 
than by a Legislative caucus of the party in 
power, and this doctrine found ready concur­ 
rence among the rank aud file of the Illinois 
I eurocrats. The State Convention in June nom ­ 
inated Paim er, and requested him to m ake a 
personal canvass for the electiou of a Demo­ 
cratic Legislature. In the personal popularity 
of their leader 
the Democrats 
base their 
strongest nopes for success iu a State that usu­ 
ally gives 20,000 plurality for the Republican 
ticket. 
The Republicans are confident of continued 
control ol the General Assembly, but there arc 
so m any doubtful districts it is impossible to 
predict the general result. The streugtn of the 
Farm ers' M utual Benefit Association aud F arm ­ 
ers’ A lliauce is coufitted principally to Central 
and Southern Illinois, and the Democrats in 
th at section hope to reap m uch advantage from 
local fusions w ith the Farm ers' M utual Benefit 
Association. They are equally ham pered in 
other localities by the farm ers having m ade 
independent legislative nom ination*, which 
have been indorsed by the Republicans. 
T he great issue in Illinois has been the tariff, 
and it has bien fearlessly fought by both parties. 
In the Congressional struggle the Democrats 
m ade an uuusuallv active fight against Con­ 
gressm an Cannon. The indorsem ent of their 
candidate by the Farm ers' Mutual Benevoleut 
Association, aud the hostility of some Republi­ 
can papers in the district to Cannon, give them 
hopes of defeating him. 
Chairm an Jones, ol the Republican State 
Central Committee, said to night th at the Re­ 
publicans w ill carry the State ticket and elect 
a m ajority of the Legislature on joint ballot. 
They expect to hold th eir own on m em bers ot 
Congress, aud probably gain one. At the t ead 
quarters of the Democratic State Central Com­ 
m ittee broad claim s were m ade, some m em bers 
insisting that the Democrats would carry the 
State ticket, elect a m ajority of the Legislature 
and gain three Congressmen. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Novem ber 3d.—The most act­ 
ive cam paign iu Pennsylvania for years ended 
to-night, a most thorough canvass of the State 
has been m ade by the two leading parties. The 
Prohibition and Labor parties both have full 
State tickets in the field, but neither has shown 
m uch activity in the cam paign. In ltS82Patti- 
son (the present Democratic candidate) was 
elected G ogersor through a split in the Repub­ 
lican party, au 
ndependeut candidate having 
been placed in the field. The Lsgislature to be 
chosen to-morrow wilt elect a m ccessor to Sen­ 
ator CameroD, and the State Senators elected 
to-morrow will also have a vote for the succes­ 
sor of Senator Quay in 1893. 


AP.KANSAS. 
L i t t i e R o c k (Ark.), November 3d.—Arkansas 
w ill elect live Congressmen to-morrow. The 
only contests w hich w ill be fought ou all lines 
is in the First and Second Districts, where 
Powell Clayton w ill endeavor to defeat the 
Democratic nominees. 
Both parties are hard at 
work, and the only interest in the election is 
centered in the districts nam ed. 
NEW JERSEY . 


T r e n t o n (N. J ), November 3d.—The election 
in this State to morrow will be noteworthy as 
being the first under the new ballot law. wliich 
is a modification of the A ustralian law. The 
electiou will be for Assemblymen, a portion of 
th e Senate and seven Congressmen. 


NEW HAM PSHIRE.

Both the 
leading parlies have conducted a “ still hu n t” 
cam palgu. There has been considerable speak­ 
ing, the tariff being the most prom inent issue. 


COLORADO. 
Denver. Novem ber 3d —The State cam paign 
closed here to n ig h t w ith a g ra m Republican 
m eeting at the Coliseum. Ou account of there 
being a bitter factional tight iu the Republican 
party over local affairs, the ctm paigu has been 
a deeidediy interesting one, and while in m any 
localities there are two Republican tickets in 
th e field, yet each side is supporting Teller for 
re-election to the United 8.ates Senate. Be­ 
cause of these differences the Democrats are 
hopeful of electing a Governor, State Treasurer, 
aud a m ajority in both Houses of tbe Legisla­ 
ture, in w hich cate Pa m erstou will sueceid 
Teller. 
MISSOURI. 
S t. L o u is, November 3d.—The chief interest 
in the election to-morrow centers iti the five 
Congressional Districts. The new Legislature, 
w hich is to elect a United States Senator, a State 
ticket which em branesnuly the Supreme Judge, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, and Rail­ 
road Commissioner is conceded to the Demo­ 
crats. 
Hot cam paigns have been conducted In 
the doubtful Congressional Districts, aud the 
R epublicans confidently assert that they will 
hold their own, and perhaps gain one member. 
The Republicans have com bined at several 
points w ith the Farm ers’ A lliance and Union 
Labor party, and 
have hopes of securing 
the Legislature and eleetiitga Representative as 
a successor to Senator Vest 
The Democrats 
vigorously com bat this claim , however, and 
hope for Congressional ga.ns.

S ecretary N ob le W rites G overn ir H ill 
a L etter on tb e Subject. 
Washington, Novemt>er Sd.—Secretary of the 
Interior Noble to day replied to a letter "of Gov­ 
ernor Hill of tbe 3 b t ult . regarding tbe New 
York i ity census. 
The following are some of 
the extracts from th e letter: 
" It was wholly unnecessary for yon to rem ind 
me of the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United states, relating to the enum eration aud 
apportionm ent of Representatives or electoral 
college, or provision of the census law allowing 
am endm ents and recounts. N either did I need 
any exhortation upon the subject of my ap­ 
pointm ents. 
It is m uch to be regretted th at 
in 
the 
letter 
to. 
me, 
w hen 
acting 
upon purely official m atter you, as Governor, 
should speak as a partisan and im pute corrupt 
purposes to the census enum erators to secure 
party advantage by dim inishing the count of 
the city of New Y’ork. 
"Your im putations against the enum erators 
aud ceusus work is so entirely gratuitous and 
unfounded as to be slanderous, and you should 
know that your abusive eotffce could not tend 
to promote that fair and judicial consideration 
which I have b*en disposed to give to the ap 
plication of the Mayor. 
Y'our charge, im puting 
fraudulent motives to others, rather suggests 
that as your party thinks an increased popula­ 
tion would insure to its advantage, the count of 
the police, taken as it has been since the New 
York Police Board has been m ade partisan, 
needs the very closest scrutiny and analysis. 
Your aecusatiau*. heretofore confined to inter 
views aud stum p speeches, began even before 
the enum eration was announced." 
The Secretary refers to the Governor’s speech 
at Indianapolis on the subject last June, aud 
adds: "Y'ou did uot succeed in these efforts to 
auy conside able degree, but you are largely 
responsible for any inaccuracies th at may exist. 
You set an exam ple by denouncing the law of 
Congress, am i a suggestion of its violation by 
your less acute political followers. Your early 
and continuous partisan assaults upon the ceu­ 
sus have had necessarily a motive w hich is 
easily discovered. 
“You further asserted in the speech m en­ 
tioned th a t the Republican party w ill not re­ 
pudiate the declared policy of breaking the 
power of the solid South, by deliberately gain­ 
ing a vast increase of population in tliat sec­ 
tion. The truth is, th at no com plaint w hatever 
has been received from any Southern State, as a 
State, against the census, and the only serious 
claim of erroneous dim inution of population 
aud representation by a State cam e lrom the 
Republican State of Oregon.” 
In conclusion, the Secretary says: " I regret 
the necessity of addressing the Chief Magistrate 
of the leading State of the Union iu the term s I 
have employed, but 1 find my justification in the 
reckless intem perance of the language you have 
seen fit to use—language w hich is lacking as 
m uch in truth as it is In the dignity befitting 
your great office, which in tne past nas been 
tilled by em inent m en of both political parties 
of New York. Upon the m erit of the Mayor’s 
application I shall reply to him .”

ENFORCE THE ELECTION LAW TO-DAY. 
Voters should keep in mind that the 
It is a good 
J ust before 
polls close to-day at 5 r. m. 
plan to vote early in the day. 
the polls close, it often happens that there 
is a crowd at the box, and that some 
electors are shut out by the stroke of the 
hour. \ ery often this crowding is pur­ 
poseful and intended to keep voters away 
by delaying the reception of ballots by re­ 
sort to all sorts of tactics. 
If the election law were enforced in its 
spirit, there would be no crowding about 
the polls at any time. The spirit of the 
statute is that for ICO leet about the poils 
there should be a clear space, to be in­ 
vaded only for the purpose of voting. But 
this purpose was not clearly set out, and 
practice has limited the law to the 
prevention of the exposure of tickets 
within 100 feet of the polls, to forbid­ 
ding the folding or unfolding of tickets 
within that limit, to inhibiting the prefer­ 
ment of a reijuest to exhibit a ticket with­ 
in such bounds, and to forbidding giving 
or receiving tickets within such limits. 
The legislators probably believed that 
these provisions would, by natural process, 
clear the space for' 100 feet around the 
polls, but, as every one knows, they do not. 
We therefore call the special attention 
of the officers of the law, both of the Elec­ 
tion Boards and of the police, the Mar­ 
shal’s corps and others, to the fact that the 
law forbids the receipt or the delivery of 
ballots within the 100-foot limit. This 
very important provision has so far been 
invaded of late years that its open viola­ 
tion at the polls has become common, 
while officers look on complacently and do 
not so much as warn offenders to desist. 
If the police and the Boards of Election 
do not peremptorily check this practice to­ 
day, we shall see, as usual, the hired ticket- 
peddlers following voters to the very slot 
of the ballot-box, urging them to accept 
certain ballots or to expose those they 
have chosen already. The law expressly 
says that no one must receive a ballot 
within 100 feet of the polls except an In­ 
spector or Judge of election, nor shall any 
one solicit another to unfold a ballot with­ 
in the limit, which it is the intention to 
vote. Let it be noted to-day whether the 
officials, thus informed of the law, do their 
duty and enforce the statute. If they do, 
the 100 feet around the polls will be prac­ 
tically dear all day except when voters 
approach the ballot-box to cast their bal­ 
lots. 
FOE WHICH PARTY TO-DAY? 
Such issues as there are in the campaign 
just closed are now of the past. To-day 
the verdict of the people is to be rendered- 
We believe that it will be wise, patriotic 
and conservative of the best interests o'" 
the State and nation, if they make that 
verdict a victory for Markham and Ked- 
dick and the Republican ticket in Califor­ 
nia, for this State should not be again 
turned over to the Democratic party as an 
agency of obstruction in the nation. 
The Democratic party has never yet, in 
the history of the LTnion, been foremost in 
any reform, first in any progressive move­ 
ment, bold and courageous in the advo­ 
cacy of human liberty or in defense of the 
fundamental rights of men. It has not 
been the promoter of any great schemes 
for the betterment of the people or the 
economy of the nation. History reveals 
it as the party of obstruction, objection 
and dont’s. 
Under Republican Administrations the 
greatest advance etrideo of the United 
States have been made; the highest plane 
of prosperity we have ever enjoyed has 
been attained under that party domi­ 
nant in the Government. It has sustained 
the nation in its sorest trials, met every 
emergency in which it has been placed, 
and proved equal to every exigency of the 
country, whether financial, in war, in in­ 
dustry, or in statesmanship and diplo­ 
macy. 
There are a score of other reasons why 
voters should prefer the Republican party 
to the Democratic in voicing their will 
to-day ; reasons involving great economic 
issues, and policies upon which the nations 
of the earth divide. But those recited 
ought to be sufficient to determine the 
wavering voter to so cast his ballot to-day 
that it will be a unit of the intelligent 
force that is to retain California in the 
band of States who enjoy the proud dis­ 
tinction of lieing Republican. 
BLACKGUARDISM. 
It is to the credit of the Repnbliean 
party in Sacramento that during the 
whole of the campaign just closed neither 
its members nor leaders have indulged in 
assaults upon opposing candidates, have 
not vituperated against them nor charged 
them with offenses. 
It is to the credit of the Democratic 
party in Sacramento that it has pursued a 
similar policy, and has not vilified, abused 
or assailed the candidates on its oppo­ 
nent’s ticket. 
Tt has remained for the managers of the 
Citizens’ ticket to throw all the “mud,” 
to impugn the motives of all who disagree 
with their policy, and through their cir­ 
cular sheet to demonstrate that it is con­ 
ducted by blackguards. 
Only blackguardism can bemean itself 
to indulge in such diatribes as the circular 
managers have committed themselves to, 
charging against opposing candidates about 
every offense known to the criminal cate­ 
gory, short of murder. 
If reforms are accomplished hv such 
agencies, the world will be more than sur­ 
prised. We leave it to a discriminating 
public to judge what must be the fruits of 
the tree that is nurtured by such soil. 


couraged by every man who really con­ 
siders the elective franchise a sacred trust. 
The right thing to do is to make up your 
ticket as you want it from top to bottom, 
in case you resolve not to vote straight. 
Accept no man’s offer to trade any candi­ 
date of his ticket for one of those on yours. 
Put your ballot into the box as the result 
of your own judgment of duty under your 
belief as to what is best for the whole 
country. No man is absolutely free who 
barters off any candidate upon his ticket. 
It is an action that reflects no credit upon 
either party to the bargain, and that tends 
to the destruction of the fundamental prin­ 
ciples of free government—that the votes 
in the ballot-box should represent the 
actual personal and unmortgaged wishes 
of the citizens who cast them. 
Tiie trickery employed to compass the 
defeat of Mr. Bruner, Republican nomi­ 
nee for the Assembly, will recoil upon its 
originators and increase the majority of 
the Republican nominee. Sending about 
ballots purporting to be Citizens’ Republi­ 
can tickets, but with the name of Mr 
Johnson substituted in writing for that of 
Mr. Bruner, was neither novel nor shrewd. 
Voters who have intelligence enough to 
go to the polls are capable of seeing 
through the transparent device. They 
understand perfectly well that the plan is 
resorted to in the hone that electors will 
either vote these hybrid tickets to save 
themselves the trouble of preparing or 
securing others, or that they will accept 
them as an indorsement of Mr. Johnson 
by the Citizens’ organization, so called. 
In either case the assumption or hope is 
an insult to the voter, and if he is a man 
of any sensibility whatever he will re­ 
sent it. 
G ive all fresh campaign stories to-day 
the cold shoulder. This is the last time 
for two years that the campaign lie 
will have an opportunity to air itself, and 
it can therefore be trusted to put in an ap­ 
pearance just late enough in the day to put 
it out of the power of anyone to give it the 
“black eye” it deserves. To turn the deaf 
ear from sunrise to five o’clock this even­ 
ing to any and all rumors, stories, charges 
and reported “news” about matters that 
would have a tendency to influence any 
man’s vote, is the duty of every self- 
respecting man. Remember that sensa­ 
tions are always false in the late hours of 
an election day. 
The place for the good citizen to-day, 
all those who are not by absolute necessity 
called elsewhere, is, for at least a great 
portion of the twelve hours, at the 
polls. It is not only one’s right to vote 
and take part in the activities of canuass- 
ing for votes, but it is a duty; a duty that 
every man owes to himself and his neigh­ 
bor. For it is only by active participation 
in the choosing of rulers and representa­ 
tives of the people’s will, that the full pur­ 
pose of free government can be attained- 
There is more danger to the republic from 
the indifference of citizens to their politi­ 
cal duties, than from the open assaults of 
enemies of the institutions of the land. 
Another reason why California should 
be kept in the Republican column this 
year is that the Legislature to assemble 
two months hence will be called upon to 
redistrict the State, and adjust matters 
under the new apportionment that will be 
made this winter. If the Democracy is 
invested with power we shall have a repe­ 
tition of the gerrymander, and some of 
the shoestring districting business that 
has made the name of the Ohio Democ­ 
racy odious, and that in this "State has 
given us some striking examples of how 
the gerrymander is worked. 


all last winter the gallery roof leaked 
badly, and damaged the walls and injared 
some pictures and the carpets, and required 
pails and backets and cans to be set all 
over the npper part of the building for 
months to catch the drip. This year it was 
absolutely necessary to repair the roof or 
take down the paintings. Experts said it 
would cost several hundred dollars to fix 
the roof, as it is of slate aud cat np with 
angles and skylights. The Mayor asked 
the Directory to repair it. they saying it 
conld be done for less than $60. They hired 
C. C. Kelly, closed the leaks with hot as­ 
phalt, on over 900 feet of slate seams, and 
the cost was less than $45. 
The only other bill that inquiry conld 
bring ont as extra and nnusnal, was 
for patting in a syphon to throw out 
stagnant water that gathered last winter 
under the basement. It cost somewhere 
about $10, and was superintended by Mayor 
Comstock, and thought to be cheaply done, 
and the syphon remains. 
The Directors say that the Museum As­ 
sociation pays very many small bills that 
it might send to the city, and that the As­ 
sociation has added to the gallery over $8,­ 
000 worth of properiy and furniture. It is 
denied that the cost of the gallery is grow­ 
ing greater each year, and it is added that 
the painting, though not asked for or 
deemed necessary by some, and the door 
a id roof repairs, syphon, etc., are not for 
one year, but a cost to be distributed over 
many years. 
A small insurance was written by the 
Mayor last summer on the property by re­ 
quest of the juint Board, though some 
thought it unnecessary. The Directors say 
the gallery is “run” very economically, 
and no bills are ever rushed through or 
covered up, or irregularly presented. 
The Chairman of the Directory says if 
the Trustees, like the Mayor, would visit 
the gallery occasionally and examine the 
property and how Mr. Cnshman cares for 
i*, such errors as that Mr. McLaughlin falls 
into would not ba made. 
The gallery is visited by from 8,000 to 
9 000 of the people annually, and on Sun­ 
days is an especial resort for the many 
with their families, and all those related to 
it think it is administered, as one member 
put it, “down to the bedrock of economy, 
and that it is the best investment the city 
has and the only one for the entertainment 
of her people except the Free Library."

Bow the Art Gallery of the City is Con­ 
ducted—Its Cost. 
Trustee McLaughlin stated in the Board 
of Trustees yesterday that large bills for 
the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery are rushed 
through monthly of which ths Trustees 
have no knowledge, and that the Gallery 
bills are growing heavier and heavier every 
year. As the Gallery is the properly of the 
city, with the tenancy of the id useutu As­ 
sociation attached, and the peoaie are en­ 
titled to know just what the cost; of m ain­ 
tenance is, a R ecord U nion rep-ttcr made 
inqniry last evening of meml*rs of the 
Directory of the Museum Assfiiation on 
that point, and ascertained that it he facts, 
as they understand them, are substantially 
as follows: 
The Gallery is controlled % a joint 
Board, consisting of Mavor Comstock. Mr9. 
E. B, Crocker, Judge J. W. Armstrong, Judge 
W. C. Van Fleet, Frank Miller, Chris. 
Green, George Fyburn, J. E. Mills, J. A. 
Wood«on, Ü. Lubin and F. Y. WiHiams. 
This Board nitet9 whenever the Mayor 
call9 it, and passes upon all matters affect­ 
ing the Gallery, the Mayor having one vote 
and the ten Directors but one jointly. All 
the transactions are of record aud all bills 
recorded and inspection of them is open to 
the public, say tbe officers. R“gular sal­ 
ary bills and small items for necessary re­ 
pairs, fuel and utensils are monthly scruti­ 
nized by a quorum of the Directors of the 
Museum Association aud the custodian, 
and certified if correct by the latter and 
sent to the city. On larger matters the 
Mayor is called in before the bills are sent 
in to him. 
The expenses are watchman’s salary $75, 
of which Mrs. Crocker pay's half: gardener 
and ground workman $60, of which Mrs. 
Crocker pays half: custodian, inolnding all 
janitoriDg and care of tbe building and 
pictures, $90. So the salary bill, say the 
Directors is $152 50 a month. The mem­ 
bers say that it is a grave error to say that 
any bills are rushed through, but all pass 
the scrutiny first of the city’s custodian, 
M. S. Cushman, then of the Directors, and 
lastly of the Trustees. 
So careful is Mr. Cushman, said one Di­ 
rector, that he calculates the cost of beat­ 
ing in winter down to the price of varie­ 
ties of coal by the day, to show which is 
cheapest, and submits the schedule to the 
Mayor. 
The front doors this summer showed ab­ 
solute necessity of repolisbing to save the 
glue-work, aud a polisher was hired 
through C. H. Krebs by authority of the 
Mayor, and under direction of Director Py- 
burn did the work for $48, paying $39 for 
the material, and losing nearly all his 
labor by taking the job too low. 
The only large bill, it was ascertained, 
that has been put in,did not come through 
tbe Museum Association, the Directors of 
which knew nothing about it until it was 
incurred. “This last summer a swarm of 
painters came down on the gallery and 
painted about everything in sight,’’ says 
one of the Directors. “They painted even 
the skylights, so that the cloth screens Pa a 
to be taken down last week to let light into 
tbe gallery.” 
Mayor Comstock said last evening that 
he and Trustee McLaughlin ordered the 
building painted, believing it well to do so, 
aud that Mr. McLaughlin put most of the 
men on the work. The painters bought 
the material of the Sullivan-Kelly Com­ 
pany and did a good job of work. 
The Museum Directors were not con­ 
sulted, as they had a right to be, and knew 
nothing of it nutil the bill was incurred. 
One of the Directors says the painters 
finally started in on the fence, and Custo­ 
dian Cushman hastily reported to the 
Mayor, who went down and stopped further 
painting. 
Further inquiry developed the fact that

MAYOR COMSTOCK STILL OPPOSED TO 
EXTRA WATER CLERKS. 


M onthly R ep o rts o f M unicipal Officers— 


S hall th e C ity A ssist in Im ­ 
p ro v in g A lleys ? 


A t th e reg alar w eekly m eeting of the 
B oard of City T rustees yesterday, the Chief 
E ngineer of th e W ater W orks reported 
th a t 31,665.000 gallons of w ater had been 
pum ped, the H olly engine being in opera­ 
tion 89J h o a rs and the Stevens 77* hours. 
It. H . Singleton, S uperintendent of the 
City Cem etery, subm itted his m onthly re ­ 
port as follows: 
ita m b e r of deaths, 31; 
Btill-born, 4; brought here for interm ent, 
18; total num ber interred. 50. 
In term ents 
m ade as follows: 
City Cem etery, 23; New 
H elvetia, 14; St. Joseph, 1; New M asonic, 
14; sent to San Francisco, 2; lo O akland, 1; 
to M arysville, 1; total collections, $1,C37. 
P oundm aster P h illip O’N eill reported 
having im pounded 4 horses, 8 cows aud 32 
dogs. 
A ll of the cattle were redeem ed, but 
28 of th e dogs w ere killed. 
E e charged 
$16 50 for im pounding the said anim als. 
H arborm asier N. A. K idder’s 
report 
show ed th at he collected $160 d uring ihe 
past m onth. 
Trustee M cLaughlin rem arked th a t Mr. 
K idder allow ed th e river front and levee 
to be used too long as a store place tor the 
lum ber and wood taken otf the barges, and 
he th o u g h t the m atter ought to be looked 
into. 
H enry T reichler appeared 
before the 
B oard and entered a vigorous 
protest 
against th e m anner in w hich the street at 
T w entieth and 11 was being graded. 
H e 
claim ed th at in w inter the gravel w ould be 
covered w ith w ater on account of the low 
grade established, and as he waxed w arm er 
in his argum ent, he referred to the S ur­ 
veyors w ho set the grade as a disgrace to 
th e profession. 
T he Board paid no attention to his re­ 
m arks and he left the room . 
B ills for salaries of em ployes of the Art 
G allery and also a bill to the am ount of $48 
for painting the front doors were allow ed 
after som e discussion. 
T rustee M cLaugh­ 
lin thought the B oard ought to know som e­ 
th in g about the in stitution and not blindly 
pay the bills, w hich he claim ed were grow­ 
ing larger and larger every m onth. 
T rustee W olf suggested th at the S uperin­ 
ten d en t be ordered to report to the Board 
m o n th ly , as 
the Superintedent 
of the 
Cem etery aud others were com pelled to do. 
Lately the Board were sim ply paying the 
bills w ithout know ing scarcely an ything 
ab o u t them . 
T he M ayor said he knew the m anage­ 
m en t were running the Art Gallery as 
econom ically as possible, aDd he believed 
th eir bills were correct. 
T he long-looked-for inform ation w hich 
T rustee M cLaughlin has been seeking for 
th e past few m onths arrived in the shape 
of a letter from Joseph D. Rsdding, in ­ 
form ing the Board th at the Direc ors of the 
C entral ElectricC om pany w ereC. F. Fargo, 
J . D. Redding, L. L. Baker, G. P. A dam s 
an d C. H . W ilson. 
C om plaint was m ade th at 
cattlem en 
were in the habit of riding their horses on 
th e sidew alks in the vicinity of Fifteenth 
and E streets. 
T be Board agreed th at they 
ou g h t to be prevented from so doing. 
T he tim e for im proving and grading N 
street, from F ifteenth to N ineteenth, was 
extended ten days. 
T he Mayor asked th a: tbe Board pass an 
order requesting all saloons to close on 
election day, b ut Trustees M cLaughlin and 
W olf concluded th at it was the duty of the 
Police Com m issioners to look after th at 
m atter. 
T rustee M cLaughlin m oved that, as the 
Board had found out w ho were th e D i­ 
rectors of the C entral E lectricC om pany, 
that they be requested to refund $1.886 50, 
alleged to have oeeu overcharged the city 
w hile the com pany had tbe contract for 
th e electric lights. 
T rustee W olf said he w ould not vote for 
M r. M cLaughlin’s m otion u n til he found 
o u t that the claim could be collected, aud 
th e M ayor expressed him self as undecided 
w h at to do. 
T be m atter was finally laid over for one 
week. 
It was ordered th at the F irst A rtillery 
R egim ent be given perm ission to construct 
a shooting range on n orth B street, near 
Tw elfth. 
T he Chief of Police subm itted his re ­ 
port, w hich show ed that 160 arrests had 
been m ade, torty-nine lodgers accom m o­ 
dated and 1.246 m eals furnished. 
T he bal­ 
ance on hand to date wa3$2 50. 
. 
A protest was received against opening a 
road through Slater's addition to th e A m eri­ 
can river. 
The m atter was referred to the 
Street Com m issioner. 
W hile the Board was w aiting for the 
City A ttorney to render an opinion as to 
w hether or not certain avenues should be 
considered as streets, T rus'ee M cLaugh­ 
lin took occasion to say th at he w as going 
to vote for the city's paying one fourth of 
th e expense of repairing all alleys in the 
city. 
H e believed the dow n-tow n people 
paid the greater portion of the taxes, aud 
w ere entitled to som e benefit. 
Tw o alleys, 
betw een J and K streets, had been recently 
im proved bv paving w ith granite blocks, 
and be thought the city ought to bear one- 
fourib of the expense. 
T he M ayor said Mr. M cL aughlin's idea 
w as a good one, but unfortunately in con­ 
flict w ith the provisions of th e ordinance, 
w hich plainly referred to streets, and not 
alleys. 
City A ttorney H a rt stated th at in his 
opinion the intention was, w hen the ordi­ 
nance was passed, th at the city was not to 
pay any abare of th e cost of im proving 
alleys. 
In fact, Mr. M cLaughlin stated at 
th e tim e th at he did not th in k th at the city 
should pay for any of the alleys. 
T rustee M cLaughlin adm itted th at he 
w as wrong at the tim e the ordinance was 
passed. 
H e now saw th at be had m ade a 
m istake and proposed to correct it. 
He 
w ould hereafter vote to pay a part of the 
expense of grading alleys as well as streets 
T rustee M cLaughlin called u p his ordi­ 
nance, providing for the appointm ent of 
• tw o extra clerks in the W ater W orks, 
w hich was ptssed one week ago by his vote 
and th at of W olf. 
T he M ayor refused to change his vote, 
an d also said he w ould not sign the war 
rants. 
T rustee M cLaughlin argued 
th at the 
M ayor had no pow er to veto a w arrant 
w hen the Board authorized the paym ent of 
the bill. 
T he A uditor alone had the veto 
power. 
C lerk McKee said th at if the Board were 
gcing to ieave the m atter to him , be would 
w ait to get the advice of som e good law yer 
before h e m ade out th e w arrants for the 
ex tra m en's salaries.

COSTLY BLAZE, 


T h e O ran.l H o tel B u ild in g at San F ran ­ 
cisco G u tted by F ire. 
San Francisco, November 3d.—The Burling 
ton Hotel and the eastern sectiou of the Grant 
Hotel are a mass of bmolderiug ruins. At 2;<5 
o’clock this morning officer Bush noticed smoke 
issuing from crevices about the doors and win­ 
dows of the office of the Syndicate Investment 
Company. 
He quickly turned in an alarm from bos 38, 
Which brought the Bremen to the scene. An 
examination showed that the iire was confined 
to the basement under the rooms ol the State 
Board of Trade and the Syndicate Investment 
Company, and it was at first supposed That it 
could be easily extinguished with the chemical 
engine or a line of hose. 
Efforts, however, to get at the burning mass 
were unavailing, and although the firemen un­ 
der the guidance of Chief Scannell did all in 
their power to prevent the spread of the fire, 
the dames hurst through into the elevator shaft 
in the middle of the building and leaped to the 
roof, announcing their appearance by a cloud ol 
sparks and a heavy volume of dafk smoke. 
From that time out it was evident that the 
building was doomed, and the firemen uni’ed in 
an effort to confine the loss to as narrow limits 
as was possible. 
Meanwhile everybody in and about the build­ 
ing was in tbe greatest confusion. Fortunately 
the fire made such slow progress at first that the 
large number of guests that lodged in the two 
hotels were notified in time to enuole them to es­ 
cape, takiug with them all the personal property 
that they could conveniently csrry away. The 
employes about the Grand, with the assistance 
of the members of the Tire Patrol, made a 
united effort to save tbe portable property about 
the house, and while the flames were slowly 
but surely ealiog their way in all directions, 
excited porters were busy removing pictures 
and furniture and ripping up carpets from 
looms aud hallways. 
The work was goicg on at 3:30 o’clock, when 
Captain White of the Fire Patrol put in an ap­ 
pearance aud ordered all to leave the place. 
The building was theu cleared of every one but 
firemen aud policemen. 
From the elevator-shaft the westerly wind 
drove the fire toward Second street, aud appre­ 
ciating the gravity of the situation, Chief Sean- 
nell ordered a srcond alarm turned in, which 
summoned to the place all the engines of the 
department 
For a while the battle seemed to 
be an even thing, but gradually the fire began 
to get the mastery, and about 3 o’clock it burst 
through the trout windows of the Burlington, 
and attacked the woodwork on the Market 
street frontage of the building. The firemen 
were driven out to the street, and the flames 
worked into the Grand Hotel, and by slow 
stages spread up Market street toward New 
Montgomery. 
At 6 o'clock the fire was at its hight, nnd had 
approached so close to New Montgomery street 
that the cry went up, “The Palace is doomed,’’ 
aud the guests at that establishment com­ 
menced to make arrangements for their depart­ 
ure. 
Manager Thorn and the attaches endeavored 
to stem the excitement, and succeeded in pre­ 
venting the guests rising en masse and rushini 
to the streets. As it was, a number of^timú

COAST PO LITICS. 


A Close C ontest E xpected In A rizona— 
T he Situation in W ashington. 
Tacoma (Wash.), November 3d.—It is prob- 
Rb'e that the new registration and Australian 
ballot laws will have the effect of reducing the 
vote somewhat at the election in this State to­ 
morrow. With the exception of county officers, 
including members of the Legislature, who 
will choose a successor to Squire in the United 
States Senate, the Congressman is the only offi­ 
cer to be voted for. 
In Western Washington the relative strength 
of the parties is not much changed from that of 
18;», when the Republicans carried the State 
by about 0,000, and it is probable that Wilson, 
Republican candidate for Congress, will receive 
the full party vote. Carroll, the Democratic 
nomiuee. is considered a strong man with his 
party, and will probably receive a few Republi­ 
can votes in Pierce, his own county. 
In eastern Washington there has been some 
opposition to Wilson 
among the farmers, 
though it may not materially affect the vote, 
national issues have formed the basis ol the 
campaign, rather than State issues. 
The Legislature will probably be Republican 
in both branches, and on joint ballot the Re­ 
publicans ciaim they will have irom thirty to 
fifty majority. 
ARIZONA.

November 
Sd—Arizona 
elects a delegate to Congress, a Territorial Leg­ 
islature and county officers to morrow. 
This 
has been cme of the most hotly contested cam­ 
paign; ever known in the history of the Terri­ 
tory. In 18S8 Marcus A. Smith was re-elected 
delegate to Congress by 3,800 majority, out of 
1,400 votes cast. 
This year the Republicans nominated against 
Smith G. W. Chevney, a Tombstone mining 
man. 1 he present indications seem to he that 
the contest will be very close, and Smith will 
receive a much smaller majority. 
The Repub­ 
licans have made a hard tight favoring state­ 
hood. They claim that they will have two- 
thirds of the Council and a majority of three to 
five iu the House. The county tickets will be 
badly split up, as party lfties have not been 
drawn closely on them. 
NEVADA. 
Virginia (Nev.). November 3d.—A Governor, 
Congressman and Legislature are to be elected 
in Nevada to-morrow. The Republicans expect 
to elect Colcord Governor by 309 majority, and 
io reelect Bartine to Congress by 509 majority. 
Party lines are badly broken. The Cornish vote 
is inclined to desert the Republicans, on the 
plea that their element is not sufficiently recog­ 
nized. 
NORTH AND SOUTH DAKOTA. 
St. P aul, November 3d.—North and South 
Dakota vote to-morrow lor a full State ticket, 
Congressmen and Legislatures. 
Tne latter 
bodies will elect successors to Senator Peirce in 
North Dakota and Senator Moody in South Da­ 
kota. 
In North 
Dakota the Farmers’ Alliance 
chooses a State ticket headed by one of them­ 
selves aud made up of selected candidates irom 
the 
other party tickets. 
The 
Republicans 
of that State claim the election of their entire 
ticket by several thousand majority, and also 
claim a good majority in the Legis ature. 
In South Dakota the Alliance has a complete 
State aud Congressional ticket, as a so have the 
Republicans and Democrats. In the legislative 
contest the Alliance aud Democracy have com­ 
bined in about one-third of the State, and this 
¡act will largely reduce the Republican lead, 
which has heretofore been great. Still, the Re­ 
publicans claim a majority in the Legislature 
and a victory on both the State and Congres­ 
sional ticket. The Alliance, or Independents, 
also ciaim the State ticket. 
MONTANA- 
Helena (Mont.), November 3d.—The voters of 
Montana will to-morrow elect a Congressman and 
eight State Senators. The campaign has been 
a hot one, and registration is 'A' per cent, less 
than last year, which makes an additional ele­ 
ment of uncertainty. 
The Republicans aud 
Democrats are both confident of electing their 
Congressman. The real contest is for control of 
the Slate Senate, that body now being a tie, and 
I he districts to he voted in tomorrow are all 
close.
